We return to the subject of the Dra- 
matic Representation at Her Majesty's 
Theatre, and to quote a few more words 
from our contemporary the Times, whose 
testimony is so thoroughly agreed with our 
opinion upon this particular subject, that 
we really cannot forbear reproducing in 
these columns some of the most important 
magic words. It is quite clear that the 
celebration, so far as the Drama was con- 
cerned, was no celebration at all; dissatis-. 
faction was supreme, and the audience was 
obtuse to the merest atom of taste. Mr. 
Charles Kean was not there! Our con- 
temporary very graphically said of it, 
“ Here is indeed a case of the omitted 
Brutus—of the black cloth of Faliero.” 
Nothing could be more expressive. 


We question very much whether the|P 


discussion that these Festival performances 
have given rise to, can have carried the 
least amount of either pride or satisfaction 
to any single actor, or actress engaged in 
their transaction. We believe that a rum- 
pas se complete in the theatrical world 
was never before perpetrated. King Rout 
held full dominion, and instead of Macbeth 
having been a correct representation of how 
Shakspeare is acted in this country—as it

might have been under different arrange- 
ments—it turned out to be one of the worst, 
and this not the fault of any one gentle- 
man engaged in its representation either. 
It was the fault of the system, one of 
azgrandizement and monopoly. Under 
the existing circumstances then, the true 
admirers of Mr. Charles Kean can feel no 
pirticular regret that he was absent from 
Her Majesty’s Theatre and present at his 
own on that memorable Tuesday night of 
wild festivity. ‘The audience on that occa~ 
sion at the Princess's formed a curious con- 
trast to the one in the Haymarket: at the 
first it was thoroughly imbued with the 
text cf Shakspeare and the actor's delivery 
—at the last the spirit of tragedy had be- 
come lethargic and most villanously dull 
under the powerful pressure of the hope 
and anxiety with which each seared eye- 
ball was looking askant at the — for some’ 
time empty—Royal Bex. ‘“ How,” said 
the Times, “ in the presence of that frigid: 
ublic must Mr, Phelps have longed for 
the hearty Shakspearians of his own dit- 
trict! How, if the report of the frigidity 
reached the ears of Mr. Charles Kean, 
must he have rejoiced to think how well 
he was out of the affair.* It isno joke to 
play tragedy before a blase public, whose 





* So we should think, for Mr. Charles Kean 
perhaps never met with a more enthusiagtie 
reception than he did upon bis performanes of 
Hamlet upon that Tuesday night. 
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whole mind is absorbed by a Royal Box, 
and who dislike to find their meditations 
interrupted by a ruffle of applause.” We 
think, but certainly we may be ivistaken— 
that the Queen herself and the whole of the 
Royal party showed their discontent at 
the selection, by the neglect and indiffer- 
ence which they showed uvon the oc- 
casion — arriving 60 late as they 
did, when they might have reasonably 
hoped the tragedy would have been in the 
fourth act, and the ciuldron spectres have 
fairly sunken to the deepest depths below 
the stage of the Opera House. 

We trust, in now dismissing the tragedy 
from further observation, it may not be 
thought that we mean any disparagement 
whatever to Mr. Phelps, or to any other 
actor or actress that was engaged in it, 
any farther thaa this, that we regret very 
much that any actor of eminence whatever 
suffered himself to be Jed into arrange- 
ments with Mr. Mitchell, under such un- 
favourable and disastrous circumstances. 
Tragedy, and its bad representation in 
England (which is sure to be said), might 
have been commented upon by the posse 
of German and Prussian princes present 
at Her Majesty’s, without Mr. Samuel 
Phelps having had the reputation of spoil- 
ing it. ‘The office, on the occasion, might 
have been given to a many degrees less 
qualified man, In our opinion, the luck- 
iest actor was him who escaped being mixed 

in such a miserable affair, for nothing 
could have been more frightfully wretched. 

With the kind leave of our readers, we 
will now trouble them with a few remarks 
upon the comedy representation. A re- 
port had gained currency, through the 
Weekly Dispatch, that the Love Chase 
was ‘ wanted’ by the Court party, but 
that Miss Amy Sedgwick was objected to 
for the part ot Constance, and in conse- 
quence the rest of the Haymarket come- 
dians refused ‘to follow; that Royalty 
desired Miss Helen Faucit for the heroine 
of the Love Chase! Upon first reading 
the sentence, we became incensed and 
indignant that such a slight should have 
been put upon so talented a lady; yet, 
mpen second comsideration, we almost 

















doubted its truth, well knowing that Miss 
Helen Faucit had never, to our knowledge, 
appeared at any theatre in the part, and 
that the Court could therefore have no 
preference in the matter. Yct there it was, 
as plain as a pikestaff upon the authority 
of the Weekly Dispatch, and_ really 
there had been so much twaddle an] non- 
sensical spluttering made public, that the 
thing began to look credible. As a con- 
s qu-nee of the Court preference for Miss 
Helin Faucit and the refusil of the Hay- 
market comedians * to follow,’ the Dis- 
patch went on to say that the Rivals was 
‘thought of,” but no! unless Mr. Hudson 
(who was then residing at Paris) could be 
induced to once more ‘ revi-it the glimpses 
of the lamps,’ and do Sir Lucius O’ Trigger! 
A plague o' such nousense, sail we to our- 
selves, we could have pointed out more 
than one gentleman as capahle as Mr. 
Hudson of performing Sir Lucius O’Trig- 
ger. We *munched and manch-d,’ yet 
said nothing of this in the first portion of 
this article, being in * doubt and fear; 
glal were we then when Mr. Bucksione 
forthwith set ihe Dispatch right in a very 
excellent letter, in which that clever man.- 
ger and comedian said, “ My chief object 
in writing to you, is to set you right as re- 
gards Miss Sedgwick, a young lady who 
has recently made the most successful 
debut in London known for many years.” 
Mr. Buckstone real'y never wrote a trner 
sentence in his life than this last. Miss 
Amy Sedwick’s suceess, as a most finished 
actress, is unques‘ionable; indeed, we 
éan scarcely think her second to any lady 
on the boards now that we have been de- 
prived of Mrs. Nisbett—alas!—by the 
hand of Death. Mr. Buckstove then went 
on to say that he “ suggested to Mr. 
Mitchell the Love Chase, which was not 
as you [Dispatch stated wanted ; also, 
As You Like I, and other comedies. 
Miss Sedgwick was not objected to in 
any way.’ ‘This statement wiist be most 
gratifying to all lovers of high stagie art. 
If the assertion of the Dispatch had held 
true, we should have lost our good opinion 
of the Court veracity in the matter of dra- 
matic representation. Mr. Buckstone de- 
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serves well for interesting himself thus 
moch for the reputation of not so ‘ pro- 
mising’ an actress as the editor of the 
Weekly Dispatch is wont to sav, but so 
finished a one as Miss Amy Sedgwick has 
proved herself to be. 

We will not presume to criticise the 
performance of the Rivals when repre- 
sented by the Haymarket company — 
headed by Mr. Buckstone, Mr. Chippen- 
dale, Mr. Keeley, and Miss Reynolds; to 
do so would be a foul breach of necessity. 
Any of our readers, who have not pre- 
viously had the good fortune to witness Mr. 
Buckstene’s company in the /ivals, can 
now do so by taking a trip to the Hay- 
market, and so ocularly and aurally satisfy 
themselves. It will be no reflection, then, 
whatever upon the unrivalled company of 
comedians, when we say that ther did not 
meet with much better success than what 
Mr. Ph:Ips’s company did in Macbeth. 
What else could have been expected from 
so distard an audience ?—whose souls could 
not be stirred py the pathos of Shakspeare ; 
little wonder, then, that the wit of Sheri- 
den failed to move them in their risible 
functions, any more than Shakspeare did 
ia their watery predilections Perhaps 
there was never less of enthusiasm dis- 
played upon any series of dramatic repre- 
seatations before- in fact, 10 speak plainly, 
we do not think there is the least doubt of 
it. All the interest was alsorbed in the 
Royal party, who were the real actors the 
people had come to see — Shakspeare, 
Sheridan, the actors, all e!se were of 
secondary importance 


But the audiences on these nights might 
have been different ones—unger a proper 
system. had such a thing been adopted 
The prices, too, that were demanded for 
admission were scandalous in the extreme, 
We do not understand the proper mean- 
ing of a Festival if it enforces—as in, this 
one at Her Majesty theatre—an increased 
price of admission of ten fold, ‘Thousands 
of the inhabitants of Islington and Somers’ 
‘Town, and even of tlie west end of the 
metropolis can at the preseut moment say 
“We have seen Mr. Phelps do Macbeth 
for Sixpence in the gallery and One 





Shilling in the pit of Sadler's Wells 
Theatre!” But Mr. Mitchell made the 
public pay, (because there was the ez- 
tra exhibition of Royalty )—six times as 
much for the first and more than ‘ten-fold 
for the second; and this increased to @ 
much higher standard by the scandalous 
system of “farming” the tickets that was 
put into operation, so that the price to the 
pit ultimately roseto Three Guineas and 
half-as-much to the gallery. “ Think of 
that Master Brook” and then be reduced 
to the condition of a mummy! 


We will even venture tosay what ought 
to have been done to have made a Royal 
Festival of connubial bliss go chirrupingly 
on. Instead of such a speculation ever 
having becn set afoot, first and foremost 
Mr. Charles Kean’s generous offer should 
have been accepted and the public would 
have been brimful of pleasure instead of 
feeling convinced, as they now must, that 
they have been subjected toa gross piece 
of chicanery and jobbing, worse than anv 
red-tapist could have imagined. Royalty 
might then have signified its gracious 
pleasure of attending three other Festival 
Performances, say cne atthe Haymarket, 
one at the Lyceum, and one at |)rury-lane, 
and the public would have been admitted 
at the usual playhouse prices, and thus 
haveavoided having their liberties put. up 
to auction! Each manager in that case 
would have attended to the production of 
his own play, and managers would have 
felt the benefit of the patronage, instead of 
one private individual pocketing the whole 
of the residue. We should then have es- 
caped the silly blundering of a_ piece of 
business which seems only to have been 
lively in one respect—that of making the 
largest amount of profits. Instead of the 
Dramatic Festival, then, raising the cha- 
racter of the British Drama, as performed 
in London, as it should have done, it will 
lower it—thanks to Mr. Mitchell—in the 
eyes of all Kurope. The only extenu- 
ating feature to public criticism will be. 
so far as regards Tragedy, that the best 
tragedian and the principal Shaksperian 
manager, in England, has not been messed 
up in the pottage. Of course Mr. Mitchell 
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was to pocket his tens of thousands of | 


yellow boys each of the four Festival 
nights, even if every manager and his 
company in London played to empty 
benches. ‘That was a thing necessary. In 
& pecuniary sense, then, the thing has been 
perfectly successful, but the Drama has 
been recklessly :ll-used, and a very bad 
representation of what it is in this country 
kas been given to the Foreign potentates. 
The more the pity! Had it been Mr. 
Mitchell’s reputation only in this affair 
that had suffered, it would net so much 
have mattered, but it is not so.
